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DIVINITY OF THE ANTHRACITE TRUST. 

There is no anthracite coal trust. George F. 
Baer, president of the Reading Railroad, so. testi- 
fied at the resumption of the long drawn out 
proceedings to smash it, Mr. Baer knows. He 
has special sources ot information., It was he 
who first proclaimed the vicarage of the rich. On 
the Sinai of his mighty position .was disclosed 
to him the doctrine of sacred stewardship by 
which the owners of the sources of life’s neces- 
sities have no title in fee simple, but are mere- 
ly custodians dei gratia. Their appointment 
coming from on high, their ‘accountings. will be 
made there. Common Government attorneys are 
sadly handicapped in forensic conflict with such 
as Vicar Baer. | 

Other information offered by. the Vicar as to 
‘the operations of. the incorporeal anthracite coal 
trust. was confirmatory of his lofty delegation.

No one can 
view this trust's workingg without being con- 
vinced of the divine conduct of all its affairs.

CLEVELAND’s. SELF ESTIMATE. 
Richard Watson Gilder, in the Century. 

One of the most interesting days I ever spent with 
Mr, Cleveland wag the day of the dedication of ‘the 
Grant monument. It was the 27th of April, 1897, In 
the month after his retirement, and at a time when 
he thought he had reason to feel disappointment at 
the lack of understanding and appreciation of his 
own public service. President McKinley was to make 
the address on the occasion, and Mr. Cleveland, who 
was just beginning his life in Princeton, had no du- 
ties to perform except to be present as a ques of 
the city. 

While we were alone at luncheon that doy he 
talked in a tone of appreciation of his fellow work- 
ers in his last administration. In speaking of Mr. 
Carlisie, he said he was perfectly sure of his dis- 
interestedness. His very last speech, that of the 
24th of April, he considered a new proof of this. He 
might have sald to himself that the whirligig of time, 
that brings such strange things around, might. bring 
something to him. Nevertheless, he was- perfectly 
outspoken and frank, Carlisle might have said, 
“There is no necessity for me to add my sound- 
money record,” Mr. Cleveland said that he only 
wished the public could have been behind the scenes 
end have heard all their.talka together. 

Mr, Cleveland's mind had carried hith back to the 
days of stress when the Secretary and the President 
were battling together in the interest of sound money 
and other causes dear to the President's heart: and 
thereupon he gave utterance to the most memorable 
words of self-estimate I ever heard from his lips: 

‘We are just right for each other; he knows al} I 
ought to know, and I can bear all that we have to 
bear.”

Thé animals: and birds at the Forest 
Park Zoo are getting ready to make a 
dash for winter quarters before the long 
Arctic night sets in. A new iglod is 
being built for the birds and the old one 
is being made ready for the animals. 

At the risk of catching cold they are 

going to stay in their summer homes 
until after the St. Louis Centennial. 
They have heard so much about it that 
they would not miss it for anything. 
What with the many rare and curious 
specimens. of the human species from 
remote regions that wili be on exhibition 
around the cages the birds and animals 
expect to be amused and instructed and 
have a very good. time. 
They always hate to go into ,winter 
quarters because they have so little to 
jentertain them. There is very little for 
them to see because few humans come 
around. 

The birds are inclined to fluff up 
their feathers and put on airs on account 
of the new igloo they aré to have. It is 
being constructed at the west end of 
the big bird cage. The quarters Will be 
such as any bird might be proud to 
occupy. It will be 100 by 16 feet, with 
nine-foot ceilings, will be steam heated 
and will have hot and cold water, bath 
and all other modern conveniences. 

The warm bath is the thing that is 
going te make a hit with the birds. They 
take a daily bath whether they need it 
ov not. Heretofore they have had to 
bathe in all kinds of weather: in the 
cpen pools in the big cage, but the com- 
ing winter they will have an indoor 
poo! with water at lukewarm tempera- 
fure and they will probably be wanting 
to slosh around in it all the time.

POTSDAM, Oct. 2.—Orville Wright to- 
day broke his own and all other records 
for high flying. He reached the unpre- 
cedented height of more than sixteen 
hundred feet, although an official mea- 
surement was not taken. In another 
way also he had a red-letter day, for 
he took up Crown Prince Frederick 
William in one flight. 

The Crown Prince had been constant- 
ly urging Wright, since’ he first saw 
the American, fly, to take him up as 
Wright evaded this re- 
sponsibility while making flight at the 
Templehoft Field, owing to the. unfa- 
vorable winds, but since the beginning 
of the flights at Bernstedt Field, near 
Potsdam, the Prince had been tele- 
phoning the aviator every mornin: 
asking him if he was ready to gratify 
his request. Wright finally consented 
today. : 

Prince Shouts “Higher.” 

The Prince reached/Tthe field 4:30 in 
the afternoon without his adjutant. 
After donning his overcoat at Wright's 
suggestion, to save his uniform from 
being bespattered with: oil, the Prince 
took his seat alow gside the aviator and 
the machine rose in the air. Wright 
kept it at a height of about twenty feet 
for a brief period, but the Crown Prince 
exclaimed: ‘Higher, higher.’’ 

Finally the aviator went up above six- 
ty feet and the crowds heartily cheered 
the Prince, who ‘waved. back “his ac- 
knowledgments. The aeroplane glided 
back to the starting point ten minutes 
later. ‘ 

The. Crown Prince. congratulated 
Wright on the easy and safe motion of 
the aeroplane, and’ presented him with 
a souvenir of the occasion, a diamond 


and ruby pin, composing the letter ‘“w'*

Leok Like Box Kite, 

_ While the machine was at its greatest 
altitude, excursionists on a. Haval 
steamer three miles distant; thought it 
Was a big box kite that was in the air 
and were surprised, when further evohi- 
tions showed the object to be Wright's 
aeroplane. 

When he returned to the earth, 
Wright, speaking of his marvelous 
flight, said: . 

“I never flew so high befora No 
measurement was taken, but I esti- 
mate that I reached an altitude ef 500 
meters (1637 feet). It is difficult to 
gauge height, but I make the estimate 
from the time it took me frem the 
starting point to the greatest aititude. 

“Immediately after rising, I get the 
height rudder at the maximum and kept 
climbing steadily for 15 minutes, until 
the field and adjacent country remind- 
ed me of the picture I had from Zeppe- 
lin’s airship, only Huogs seemed 
smaller. 

Descended at Tertifie Speed. 

"The descent I made in five minutes. 
I came dewn at a simply terrifying 
speed. The whole machine shook as it 
rushed through the air, but my sensa- 
tions were just,the same as in lower 
altit The air was no colder, and 
the wind resistance was no greater.” 

With regard to his passenger, the

Mrs. Foster lived with her mether, 
Mrs. Mary ‘Mueller, at 1317 Lynch 
street, next door to a netion store kept 
by Miss Gussie Mueller, her sister. 

Foster walked into the store’ yester- 
day at 11:3 a. m. and asked of Miss 
Mueller: “Where is mamma?” meaning 
his wife — : 

“In the kitchen,” said his sister-in- 
law. 

Mother Holds Wounded Woman. 

Mrs. Fester was setting the table for 
nceonday lunch when Foster entered. 
Mrs. Mueller says Fester muttered a 
few words, drew a revolver and fired at 
Mrs. Fester, then ran into the frent 
room. Mrs. Mueller caught her daugh- 
ter as she fell. 

The bullet struck Mrs. Foster in the 
right breast, and passed through the 
body. 

Fester, in the front reom, tried te 
shoet himself, but the revelver falled 
to work. He threw the weapen aside, 
drew his pecketknife and cut his jugu- 
lar vein. 

The .Second District patrel wagen 
made a record run with Foster te the 
City Hospital, but Foster died a few 
minutes after he reached the operating

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NEW WAR PERIL 


Dirigibles Could Do Great 
Damage to Men-of-War by 
Dropping Explosives. 


'PLANES FOR SCOUTING 





Limitation Would Lie in Diffi- 
culty of Aim and Danger 
From Return Fire.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Kipling’s beau- 
tiful “Hymn Before Action,” came back 
upon mé with a new force as I sat in 
Admiral Séymour’s drawing room on 
board His Majesty’s ship Inflexible, and 
listened to a discussion ‘of what the 
fight of the future between an airship 
and a man-of-war will be like. Here 
was a theme that régped at the very 
heartstrings ef oad of England's great- 
est warriors, and Sir Edward spoke aft- 
er the manner of the English, “in 
Straight-flung words and few.”’ 

“Yes, if war broke out tomorrow be- 
tween two first-class powers, “hoth 
would use airships. 
balloons.and heavier-than-air flying ma- 
chines. The dirigible balloons would be 


‘| used to drop explosives on land or sea, 


and also for scouting purposes; the 
aeroplanes for scouting purposes only.” 

As the Admiral spoke, the river was 
full of battleships, and airships at Gov- 
ernor’s Island were maneuvering for a 
chance to gail up and hover ever the 
fleet. 

“But what would happen if an airship 
dropped an explosive on a ship like the 
Inflexible, Sir Edward? It has been 
said that an explosion occurring on the 
outside of a modern ironclad weuld do 
little damage unless the explosion took 
place beneath the water Iine.” 

Could Do Vast Damage, 

‘Don’t you believe that,’’ came the 
quick rejoinder; “it would be a very 
serious thing, indeed, if an airship 
dropped a good-sized charge of nitro- 
glycerin on a warship. Of course, it is 
true that our decks are all steel under 
a wooden covering, but that is mere a 
protection against fire than anything 
else. In no sense is it armor. If we 
had to build ships with heavy armored 
decks, it would revelutionize all exist- 
ing designs. Ships, as built today, sim- 
ply couldn’t bear the weight. One thing 
is to be remembered,: though, and that 
ic that it will be no easy matter to drep 
a package of high explesive on any 
ship.” 

Admiral Seymour paused fer a mo- 
ment, then asked: 

“Have you ever tried to drop anything 
out of a balloon and hit a mark below?” 

I had to admit that I had never been 
up’in a balloon. 

Admiral an Aecronant. 

‘Well, I have,” said the Admiral. ‘7 
am a member of the Aero Club and 
take the greatest interest in aeronau- 
tics,” 

As 1 Seymour’s attitude was 
enoug n itself to show how deeply 
he was interested. Leaning slightly 
forward, his sensitive, mobile chin 
twitching, and his keen but somewhat 
coll eyes looking me right through, he 
continued: 

“Yes, I have often been up in bal- 

loons, and have dropped things out—not 
exp'osives, you know, but things of 
about the same size and weight, and 
they never fell where I expected them 
to fall. If the balloon is at all high up, 
the intervening air currents divert the 
faling body and make it almost impos- 
sible to hit a given mark. In any case, 
ever if it were low down, the dirigible 
balloon would have to be stationary, 
and’’—the Admiral’s chin twitched hum- 
orously and his eyes sparkled—“well, 
don’t you know, a stationary balloon 
makes a fine target. 
“The aeroplane, or heavier-than-air 
flying machine, must be moving ali 
the time, and it can only be used for 
scouting purposes. It will never be able 
to drop explosives on a moving ship. A 
dirigible balloon might do ft, and the 
result would be sefious.” 

Danger to Men-of-War. 
Admiral Seymour is not a demonstra- 
tive man, and there was & wealth of 
meaning in the intonation he laid en 
that word “serious.” 

It impressed one with a full realization 


of the danger a man-of-war would run 


frerc the silent lady-of-the-skies. 

And then, in a few short, concize gen- 
tences, the Admiral outlined the pogst- 
bility of dropping from the clouds the 
very highest explosives—infinitely more 
potent for destruction than any that 
could be fired as prejectiles—and the a)- 
most unbelievable damage such engines 
of war could do to town or fortress, 
The possibility of carrying up artillery 
in a dirigible balloon Admiral Seymeur 


did not discuss. 

It is hard to believe when speaking to 
Admiral Seym that he is 6 years 
old. He looks ten, if not fifteen, years 
younger than he is, and the Crimean 
admiral, conspicuous among the many 
@ecorations that adorn his breast, re- 
calls that he won his first laurels at

BUILD VIADUCTS 


Injunction Suit Indicates That 
Railroads Will Fight 
Improvements. 


THEY FEAR PRECEDENT 
—~ 


Mill Creek Valley Only One 
of the Grade Crossing 
Problems Offered. 


Hopes that the Termina] Railroad As- 
sociation would agree to build viaducts 
at Important crossings in Mill Creek 
Valley, pay the city $150,000 that was 
promised for the construction of a 
bridge over the train shed at the Unian 
Station and make other concessions in 
requital of the vacation ef eighteen 
acres of streets in the Ranken tract, 
have been Q@rstroyed by the _ suits 


road tracks at Tewer Grove. 
While these suits were filed by the 
American. Tebacce Co. and the Amer- 
ican Car Co. against the Missouri Pa- 
cific, Iron Mountain and Frisco, the 
general belief at the City Hall is that 
the railroads tnspired the injunctiens. 
By making. not the city, but the rall- 
roads, defend the suits, it is peinted out, 
no rea] test of the city’s right to com- 
pel the roads te pay the expenses of 
depressing their tracks will /be_ had. 
The railroads, it is conceded, will not 
make any very vigorous or costly fight 
for the right to de what they are op- 
posed to doing at a big loss to them- 
selves, 

All in Termirzal Combine. 

The Missouri Pacific, Frisco and Iron 
Mountain are three-fourteenths ef the 
Terminal Association. All three are rep- 
resented on the Terminal Association's 
executive board. Charles H. Middleton 
of the Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain, 
and A. J. Davidson of the Frisco, are 
two of the men who are negotiating in 
behalf of the Terminal Association for 
legislation that will permit the develop- 
ment of the Ranken tract. 

In addition to the influence which the 
Missouri Pacific, Iron Meuntain and 
Frisco would have in the Terminal’s 
councils, is that of the Rock Island, 
which is in the same system with the 
Frisco, and that of the Wabash which, 
like the Iron Mountain and Missouri 
Pacific, is controlled by the Goulds. 

With those roads hostile to the city’s 
program in one instance, it is not Ifkely 
that they will be agreeable to it in an- 
other. In any scheme for bridging Mill 
Creek Valley the Wabash, Missouri 
Pacific and Frisco are sure to be af- 
fected. In realizing the Board's plans 
for the abolition of the grade crossings 
at Tower Grove the Missourl Pacific, 
Iron Mountain and Frisco will be in- 
volved in the same way and to the 
same extent that the Gerhart ordinance 
involves them. 

In elevating the tracks of the Wabash 
north of Forest Park the Rock Island 
will be put to consicerable expense, If 
the Beard’s recommendations are en- 
acted into ordinances, the Burlington 
and M.,.K. & T. will be required to 
change the grade of their tracks in 
North 8t. Louis. 

Can Use Dilatory Tactics, 
These seven roads, just half the num- 
ber represented in the Terminal Asso- 
cilation—could defeat any proposal to 
assume all or any share of the cost of 
abolishing grade crossings, provided 
they were unwilling to establish in Mil] 
Creek Valley a precedent that would 
bind them elsewhere and at other times. 
Moreover, any of them could adopt the 
same tactics that the Missouri Pacific, 
Iron Mountain and Frisco are charged 
with using in the case of the Dill di- 
recting them to separate the grades at 
Tower Grove. On all these seven roads

Butscher was tried 
gome time ago and was fined $5 and 
costs. The charges against Batterton. 
were dismissed yesterday.

“T have never seen love—the caeer passionate 
and personal delight in and worship of a being 
of the o. her sex--so vividly and uncontrollably 
expressed on the face of a wora:: as on the face 
of a man.

MEN criminals are born to the throne. 

By might of mind they force blind obe- 

-dience from mere men while their law- 

abiding sisters have plead so vainly for suffrage 

and equality. No czar rules more absolutely than 

they in their underworld of crime. ‘Rarely is a 

woman wicked, but when she is she surpasses the 
man,” says an Italian. proverb. i 

When a woman joins a band of thieves or 

swindlers or robbers, she becomes the “Queen.” 
Her superiority in cunning, in daring, in hardi- 
ness quickly raises her to leadership and often 
her beauty helps to keep her there. 
- St. Louis’ latest “Queen” of crime is Agnes 
Maurey, ruler of a band of mail box thieves. Her 
followers raided mail boxes throughout the city 
and rifled letters. Often they worked in broad 
daylight, while the “Queen” stood guard against 
detection. When finally they were captured the 
“Queen” hid the tell-tale keys in her hair. 

Most famous of St. Louis “Queens” was Stella 
Davis, “The Coinacker Queen,” whose hypnotic 
eyes were regarded as the secret of her power 
over bands of counterfeiters. Always laughing 

and gay, her eyes flashing marvelously, she made 
even the jail guards do her bidding. They called 
her also the “Queen of Jolliers.> 

She was sent to the Missouri Penitentiary 
with her husband in 1901 for-counterfeiting. Her 
pleading letters telling of her mother and two 
children who needed her help won a pardon for 
her from President Roosevelt. 

Soon afterward, although her husband and his 
associates were still in prison, spurious coins 
like those they had made before appeared. Secret 
service men traced them to a new band Stella 
Davis was leading. .

The “Queens” 
come from the former class, and of them Lom- 
broso says “their criminal propersities are more 
intense and more perverse than those of their 
male’ prototypes.”’ ; : 

“No possible punishment can deter women from 
heaping crime upon crime,” wrote Corrado Celto 
in the fifteenth century. “Their perversity of 
mind is more fertile in new crimes than the imag- 
ination of a judge in new punishments.” 

“Feminine criminality is more cynical, more 
depraved and more terrible than the criminality 
of the male,” wrote Rykere, another student of 
criminology. 

Lombroso points out clearly why woman rules 
in crime. She is more refined and diabolical in 
her cruelty. She loves to torture her victims and 
let. them die slowly. She is less sensitive to 
pain than man and therefore has less compassion. 
Pity is foreign to her. 

She is more revengeful than main and her ven- 
geance will go to greater extremes. Her moral

sense is deficient and does not restrain her. Greed 
and avarice drive her to steal, swindle and kill to 
Satisfy her desires. She will kill the rich man 
to get his riches. 

Her vitality is greater than man’s. Women 
more than 90 years old have been found in the 
French prisons. They can endure hardship and 
privation without seeming injury to themselves, 
although men would die of suffering. 

Her maternal instinct is weak. Women crim- 
inals often use their own children to carry out 
their plots.
